THIRTEEN IN ALL. 


Big Batch of Indict- 
ments To-Day. 


Lightning Strikes a Baker’s. 
Dozen of Election Fraud 
Criminals, 


Among Whom Are the Men Previ- 
ously Mentioned by the 
Post-Dispatch. 


| Messra. Blong, Ketchum, Chamberlain, Car- 
roll, Conway and Morrissey No Longer in 
Doubt as to the Fact of Their Indictment 
~The Grand-Jurors Ask Further Time, 
and State That They Have Other Import- 
ant Matters to Busy Them—Indications 
That More Indictments Will Follow Soon 
—Second Chapter ofthe Reigning Polit- 
ical Sensation, the Advance Pages of 
Which Were Published by the Post- 
Dispatch Several Days Ago. 


The United States Grand-jurors reassembled 
this morning at llo’clock. It was intended to 
report to Judge Thayer at that hour, but the 
Deputy Marshal reported eight witnesses in 
the ante-room, awaiting the pleasure of 
the jury. Several of these were the 
witnesses in the case of Robert McCormack, 
which was remitted from the United States 
Circuit to the District Court for trial. They 
were witnesses to the fact of residence. 
Among other witnesses summoned to-day was 
Lizzie Hastings, the proprietress of a North 
Eleventh street resort. The examination of 
the poll-books showed that a man named 
Hastings registered as living at No: 413 North 
Eleventh street had voted on election day. 
The witness denſed that there was any man 
entitied to vote from that number. 
The morning session of the ‘jury 
was consumed in the examination ofthe wit 
nesses summoned [or to-day, Tue Court was 
occupied hearing arguments in a variety of 
matters docketed in Court. Juror OS. Grechey 
showed thé jury athreatening postal card. 
While not annoyed by the communication he 
is ready to assist the District- Attorney in pro- 
secuting the offender it detected. 

THIRTEEN MORE. 

The Federal Grand-jury filed into the United 
States Circuit Court shortly after 1 o’clock 
this afternoon to make a partial report. Fore- 
man Lawrence Butler carried in his hand a 
batch of indictments which he handed to Judge 
Thayer. There were thirteen as the owners 
of several pairs of anxious eyes, who counted 
em can testify. The Judge examined the in- 
dictments, and after seeing that they were 
properly signed by the District Attorney and 
indorsed by the foreman of the Grand- jury, he 
handed them to the Commissioner, who soon 
had them safely locked up in the 
large safe in Circuit Clerk Selby’s office. 
After examining the indictments Judge Thayer 
asked the Grand- jurors it they had any further 
matter before them. Foreman Butler replied: 
We have, your Honor. 

WORSE REMAINS BEHIND. 

Evidently thinking that the jurors made a 
good showing in the batch handed 
up by the foreman and misunder- 
standing the reply made by Maj. But 
ler, Judge Thayer proceeded to discharge 
the jurors from further seryice, when the Dis- 
trict Attorney said: 'I judge that your Honor 
misunderstood the reply of the gen- 
tlemen.’’ Judge Thayer turned to the 
jury and on learning that they desired to con- 
tinue the investigation he said they were at 
liberty to retire to their quarters. 

The jurors had been in session continuously 
since morning, and they accordingly de- 
cided to adjourn until to-morrow 
morning. The jury to-day returned 
the indictments which the Posr- DisrATCH on 
last Monday announced were under con- 
sideration in the Grand-jury room. The 
jurors and officers of the Government 
express themselves as well pleased with the 
progress made in uncovering the frauds 
of last November. Among the poli- 
ticians it was confidently claimed 
that the jury would not return 
indictments against the parties whose names 
were published as under consideration, but 
the confidence seems to have had but a poor 
foundation. The firstof the bills handed up 
this morning was one against 

ANDREW F. BLONG 
ofthe Tenth Ward. The announcemené for 


the firsttimein the Post-DISPATCH that his 


conduct was the subject of inquiry in the 
Federal Grand-jury room was news to 
Blong’s friends, as a confirmation. 
of the announcement will be to-day. 
Blong has an army of friends 
who have not been idle since the first publica- 
tion .of his probable implication in 
the registration frauds. A great num- 
ber of them have, during the past few 


The Grand-Jury Returns a 


Was There a Conspiracy? 


The Grand-jurors who have heard the testi- 
mony concerning the election frauds, as it de- 
veloped in the individual cases in which in- 
dictments were found, have become con- 


vinced thatthe work was done in pursuancé 
ot a plan adopted by some of the manipulators 
who have go far escaped implication. It is ev. 
ident from the testimony of the witnesses and 
the ballots taken from the boxes that the fraud 
was mainly directed toward the defeat of the 
Democratic candidate for Con s in the 
Ninth District. The frauds disclosed else- 
where were probably individual offenses,com 
mitted through partisan zeal. Before the evi- 
dence concerning the corruption in the First 
and Tenth Wards was obtained by 
the Federal Grand-jury a eat 
many indictments against judges and clerks 
of election were returned for misconduct, of 
which doubtless many were guilty solely 
through ignorance. The defendants to many 
of these charges are reputable citizens, having 
no inducement whatever to participate in 
fraudulent electian schemes. When the frauds 
ofthe Tenth Ward were taken up the jury 
found evidence pointing towards a gigantic 
fraud. Egan was shown to have registered 
nearly 400 straw voters, but nothi escaped 
Egan or any of the other witnesses before the 
Grand- jury to show why he should undertake 
such an enormous fraud. 

The jury inquired inte the cireumstances at- 
tending Egan’s — 1 — to a $75 place as 
Superintendent of the Morgue. This inquiry 
did not satisfy the jury nor reveal any g 
reason why Egan should undertake the whole- 
sale corruption of the Tenth Ward registra- 
tion lists. Since Egan was removed to the 
Penitentiary, information has been given to 
the Grand-jurors to the effect that he was well 
paid in cash, and has had guaranteed to 
him $23,000 a year while he is in 
the Penitentiary, as well as a _ Presi- 
dential pardon if it can de obtained. 
As this statement, whether true or false, can 
have no bearing in the Federal Oourts, it was 
not deemed a proper subject of investigation. 
The jury now in session has, however, fol- 
lowed this line of investigation, believing that 
the frauds were executed in pursuance of a 
plan adopted by prominent politicians. Dur- 
ing the past week the details of several meet- 
ings in the Tenth and First Wards and one at 
the Four Courts have been inquired into by the 
jury. The Hendricks Association statesmen 
have also been discussed inthe Grand - jury 
room, withaview of bringing to light any 
understanding that may have existed between 
the statesmen and the workers who have 
since been indicted. Thereis no doubt that 
some of the prominent politicians have taken 
adeep interestin the cases now in court and 
have betrayed considerable anxiety after the 
reported indictment of other offenders.

Saving of $100,000 a Year for Twenty

plan forthe funding of that portion of the 
bonded indebtedness of the city which ma- 
tured and will mature, beginning April 13, 
ult., and ending April 9, 1888. The 
plan as concéived and carried out by. 
these two officials is a model of 
retrenchment. It will save money 
to the city of st. Louis and to the citizens of 
St. Louis, aud will probably reduce the rute of 
taxation. At the sametime it will furnish a 
popular form ot investment security in com- 
petition with the Government bond. The 
amount of the city’s bonded indebtedness to 
mature between April 12, 1887, and April 9, 
1888, is $4,339,000. The bonds to be retired are

tomary in the past in funding the 
bonded indebtedness of the city to reissue 
the bonds retired and sell them at a premium 
to the highest bidder. The present bonded in- 
debtedness of the city is not over 6 per cent of 
the actual value of the property taxable for 
Municipal purposess and does not eaceed the 
value of the property within the corporate 
limits owned by the city.

CARDINAS, MANNING’S DEFENSE OF WORKMEN. 
Next Saturday’s issue of the Tablet will con- 
tain a syecial article by Cardinal Man- 
ning, in which he will contend 
that unless the rights oof labor ean be 
denied, the liberty of organization to protect 
them, and the freedom founded upon them 
cannot be denied. ‘‘Toward the end of the last 
century,’’ the Cardinal says, ‘‘the doctrines 
of political economy, under the plea of free 
contract, broke up the old relations between 
the employer and the employed and the con- 
flict between capital and labor then became 
perpetual. The power of capital is all but 
irresistible, forthe poor must labor for the 
bread of life. Hunger lays the necessity upon 
them for the sake of their homes and them- 
selves. When the law ceased to intervene, 
organizations for mutual defense straightway 
arose. The Knights of Labor and the British 
Trades Unions represent the rights of labor 
and the rights of association for its defense. 
The conflict between capital and labor 
is most unequal. The freedom of contract 
on which political economy = glorifies 
iteelf hardly exists. Itis surely the Church’s 
effice to protect the poor, and to protect their 
labor, which has built up the human common- 
wealth.“

Flagship. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. O., April 28.—Commis- 

sioner Coleman of the Agricultural Bureau 

said to-day that he should give the subject of 

oleomargarine special attention in his nex, 


bulletin, to be issued soon. The people, 
he added, ‘‘will receive full an ex- 
plicit instructions how to detect 
presence of deleterious matter in 
one of the most important table luxuries. I 
shall not mince matters at all, but will give the 
result of investigations made by the Bureau, 
from which it appears that. even the carcasses 
of horses, dogs and swine have been utilized 
in the manufacture of oleomargarine, 
and the manufacturers were not 
particular about the condition or 
age of the meat and bones either, I had a per- 
sonal éxperience at my home in St. Louis when 
I went toabutcher’sshupto get some meat 
for several hunting dogs that I kept at the 
time. In the refuse barrel at this place 
I often saw that maggots and fiy- 
blown meat was very conspicuous. When I 
asked the proprietor what he intended to do 
with such material he said it was intended for 
abutter factory. By the use of acids and 
other chemical preparations the man- 
ufacturers of counterfeit butter are enabled 
to destroy all offensive smells and 
some of them use about one-fourth pure-but- 
ter to give the wares a good appearance and 
taste, and thereby many persons considered 
experts are deceived. oo much about these 
practices cannot be said, and 80 
long as I am Commissioner of Agri- 
culture just so long will I raise 
my voice against a continuance of the evil. 
There is a great deal of capital invested in this 
2 to be sure, and particularly in 
the est, but that does not justify its 
manufacture, in my opinion, for it 
is against the people and shoulda 
be frowned down. Chemical and microscopi- 
cal tests have been in progress under the 
supervision of Profs. Wylie and Taylor of the 
Agricultural Department, for several months, 
and the result of their observations will be of 
great benefit to the consumers of butter. I 
trust they will be scattered broadcast and 
bear good fruit. 


The Flagship Hartford. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 28.—A strong ef- 
fort is being made, with prospects of success, to 
save the celebrated old flagship Hartford, now 
at Mare Island, from condemnation. The peo- 


ple of the Pacific slope have been particularly

CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS BEFORE 
INVESTIGATING COMMISSION,

Very Little Information Elicited from the 
Union Pacific’s 
Mitchell’s Probable Success 8 
Test of an Electric Air Brake — Pre eident 
Garrett’s Appointments—The Sale of the 
Chicago 4 Eastern IIIinois— Railroad 
News.

New York, April 28.—The inquisition into 
the working and financial management of all 
the railroads that have received aid from the 
Government ‘‘in bonds’’ was resumed to-day 
by the Commission appointed by Pres- 
ident Cleveland. Ex-Gov. Pattison 
presided, and Commissioner E. El- 
lery Anderson acted as inguisitor. 
Charles Francis Adams occupied the witness 
chair. Commissioner David Littler was not 
present, having to return to his duties as a 
member of the Illinois Legislature, Mr. 
Adams said he had been President of the 
Union Pacific road three years, and knew 
a great deal of the road and its management 
and working during his presidency, but knew 


almost nothing about it prior to that time. It 
was not his business to look into the history 
of the road, but to post himself on the con- 
solidated road. He had heard vague stories 
that Directors Gould, Sydney Dillon and F. L. 
Amés had se conducted affairs that they were 
in debt to the company. Mr. Adams had in- 
vestigated these charges, but he was not 
permitted to state his conclusions. Mr. 
Adams looked into the Nevada, the Omaha 
Valley and all of the branches of the Union 
Pacific. It wasa general examination. Each 
of them has a separate organization. The 
Union Pacific consolidated, is composed 
of the Kansas Pacific the Den- 
ver Pacific, and the old nion Pacific. 
Mr. Adams thought the charter of the 
Union Pacific Consolidated very narrow. He 
did not suppose the road proper had the 
power to build a mile of branch track under 
that charter. He is supposed to be president 
of all the branches. The accounts of the 
branches are keptin Omaha and in Boston. 
For atranscript ot the books the Commission 
would have to see Comptroller Ollin W. Mink, 
who knew all aboutit. He had never 
looked into a book. He relied implicitiv on 
Mr. Mink. Mr. Adams examined the affairs of 
the Denver & South Park. It was built by 
Gov. Evans of Colorado, in 1882. 

Gov. Evans had had no connection with the 
Union Pacific; I did not know whether the 
construction books had been transferred 
to the Union Pacific. It was before 
his time, Mr. Mink could tell; he was present 
(and Mr. Adams looked for the comptrol- 
ler). Mr. Adams had heard who made 
the bargain 8 Gov. Evans’ 
road tothe Union Pacific, but did not know 
whoit was. There was a strong competition 
for the possession of the road, and Mr. Gould 
of the Union Pacific, Mr. Adams thought, 
succeeded in closing the purchase for the 
road. Prices were much inflated in Colorado 
at this time, and the stock in the 
road was turned over at an 
extravagant rice, as it turned 
out soon after, the Colorado practically col- 
lapsing. The Evans road was built to satisfy 
the famous mining boom and carried men and 
tools to the spots where holes had been dug 
in the ground and called mines. 

THE COLLAPSE. 

*‘*‘Whenthe boom collapsed, as every one 
Knows it did, the road collapsed. It has 
lost money every year since. Ioughtto say, 
in justice to the men who purchased the 
road, that before the bargain had been com- 
ay they were offere by Gen. Palmer 
150,000 for the bargain. state this on 
the word of Mr. Ames. The net loss in 
operating the road last year was $60,000. It 


i gets its business from travel to and from the 


mines. The ups and downs in Colorado are 
such thatI do not think the futureof this 
branch is hopeless. If they struck a good 
mine or a new mining country, or new miner- 
al is discovered, it would again prosper. There 
isno chance of agricultural advancement in 
that region. Colorado business, in railroad 
parlance,means such a purely mineral country 
produces.

When the attendance at the 
last meeting was only seventy-five, when it 
ought to have been between 200 or „ he 
thought the time had come to represent to the 
members the possibility of a change, and so in 
the circular he told them that 
if under his airection they would not take the 
interest they ought to in the society, it might 
be better to get somebody else. 
upshot of this was that there 
was a general flurry all through 
the councils but the Presidents of the delin- 
quent ones, succeeded in showing Mr. Fuss 
that it was a combination of parish events, in 
the shape of festivals, concerts, etc., and 
not a lack of interest, that ourtalled the atten- 
dance at the society’s meeting. 

THE NEW CATHEDRAL. 

At the meeting of the Upper House of the 
Council last evening the question of what 
form the papal jubilee memorial should take 
was discussed very extensively, but as be- 
fore, no decision was reached. An 
idea put forward by Judge Joseph 
O’Neill has been favorably received 
on ali sides. His plan was that the jubilee 
should be made the occasion for the inaugu- 
ration of activity in regard to the building of 
anew Cathedral. Judge O’Nelll was seen to- 
day by a PostT- DISPATCH reporter, but was not 
disposed to say anything on the subject on 
account of the unfortunate condition 
in which the building scheme was left 
by the prohibition placed upon it by Arch- 
bishop Kenrick. It seems that several 
years ago, when Bishop Ryan was co- 
adjutor, the idea of 1 with 
the prelimina steps to the uilding 
of the Cathedral on the lot at Jefferson ave- 
nue and Lucas place was flourishing promis- 
ingly when Archbishop Kenrick issued 
a prohibitory order, which put a gui- 
etus on the enterprise, and has 
since caused the project to slumber. There is 
as yet no evidence thas the Archbishop is dis- 
posed to remove the prohibition, but 
nevertheless, it is considered that a 
general movement in this jubilee year 
might result favorably. It is understood that 
prominent Catholics who have long waited for 
this opportunity of contributing to the church 
are looking with satisfaction upon the pro- 
posed revival of interest. 


A WOMAN ON THE WAR-PATH. 


A Terrible Spree Which Cost Mrs. Frank 
Messer Just $45. 


Mrs. Frank Messer was before Judge Cady 
this morning on three different charges—dis- 
turbing the peace, discharging fire-arms and 
being drunk on the street. She claims to be 
only three weeks from Colorado, but in that 
time has made quite arecord. About a week 


ago she entered upon a spree which, with 
brief cessations, has lasted ever since. Her 
first act of note was tosend a lot of clothing to 
a Chinaman to be washed. When he 
returned with the clothes and pre- 
sented his bill for 51.6 instead of 
giving him the desired cash, she gave him a 
lift with her foot that carried him through the 
door of her domicile and sent him rolling 
down the outside stairway.

Her arrest 
followed, but she gave bond and yesterday 
resumed her drunk. In court this morning she 
explained that women all carried weapons in 
the mining camps in Colorado where she 
came from, and said that she fired the shots 
because she thought the men intended attack- 
ing her and she was determined to defend 
herself.

THE GUILFORD MILLER CASE. 

At last President CLEVELAND has taken 
sides with SpakkKs and signally rebuked 
the leanings of the Interior Department 
and the precedents of its legal advisers in 
favor of land-grabbing corporations. The 
President's letter giving Secretary LAMAR 
his conclusions in regard to the Guilford 
Miller land case is not only admirable as 
a judicial summary, but is in other re- 
spects one of the most admirable papers 
Mr. CLEVELAND has yet issued. 

It rends the cunningly woyen network 
of red-tape precedents and reticulated 
technicalities with which Department rul- 
ings have forwarded and protected the 
land-grabbing operations of corporations. 
It points out how these rulings have ex- 
cluded settlers for fifteen or twenty years 
from vast tracts of indemnity reserves for 
the benefit of railroad companies having 
no fixed, certain or definite interest in 
such lands, and how the beneficent policy 
and intention of the Governmentin re- 
lation to the public domain has thus been 
thwarted. He emphatically declares that 
this condition of things should no longer 
continue; that ‘‘so far as it is the result of 
‘‘executive rules and methods these 
‘should be abandoned, and so far as it is 
„the consequence of improvident laws, 
these should be repealed or amended.’’ 

He then says plainly that there is plenty 
of other land within the limits of the in- 
demnity reserve to satisfy all of the rail- 
road’s legal or equitable claims, and that 
itis forthe Secretary to exercise his au- 
thority in the premises upon equitable 
‘<considerations, with every presumption 
and intendment in favor of the settler,” 
requiring the railroad to accept lands 
within the reserved limit other than those 
upon which citizens havein good faith 
settled and made improvements. 

If Mr. CLEVELAND would only throw 
himself into this kind of work more fre- 
quently he could soon make amends for 
past omissions and make himself invin- 
cible before the people.

Yetthere was a 
time when men in public life would not allow 
such a suspicion to rest against them. Then 
fraudulent voting was considéred a crime 
against the people, and no honorable man 
would let the shadow of it fall upon him. 


Laying the Foundation of Wealth.

The Market Value of Shetland Ponies.

On April 7, at Durham, the annual draft from 
the Marquis of Londonderry’s stud of Olydes- 
dales, Shetiand ponies and cobs, was sold at 
Seaham Harbor.

The Shetland ponies of from ten to eleven 
hands sold for 16 to 30 guineas; cobs and 
ponies, from 20 to 54 guineas; Clydesdales, 
broodmares, from 37 to 76 guineas; 38-year-old 
fillies, from 383 to 50 guineas; a 8-year-old 
stallion, Clifton, by Darniey, was sold to Mr. 
Riddell of Glasgow for 500 guineas; 2-year-old 
fillies, from 48 to 80 guineas; colts, from 23 to 
170 guineas, and yearling fillies and colts, 
from 22 to 50% guineas.

The First Act of a New Regicide 
Drama. 


Failure of the Recent Attempt on 
the Ozar’s Life. 


How the Plot Was Frustrated—The Em-

Effect and Value of Small Districts—No 
Freeze-Out of Big Contractors, but a Fair 
' Show for Every Bidder—Promises of 4. 


tonishing Cheapness—8130,000 a Year 
Not Too Low—The Petitions at the The- 
aters—A Wife’s Moving Letter—Progress 


| of the Pest-Dispatch Sprinkling Crusade. 


Thoughts of the anti-dust boom were in 
Councilman Blakely’s mind last evening after 
the adjournment of the Council when a Post- 
DIsPATCH reporter asked him for his opinion 
of the status of the sprinkling bill. He said: 
„„The outlook is bright. As stated in this 
evening’s Fosr-Disraron, the vote last night 
was no test vote on the Duross bill. Mem- 
bers who voted against consideration 
told me then, and during to-day that they had 
not the least hostility toward the bill, and 
only voted no to get a printed copy of the 

Dill.“ 

Mr. Blakely then proceeded to discuss the 
question of contracts. The points-he touched 
on were the following: 

1. The cheapness of the cost of sprinkling 
to the city. 

%. The value of small districts. 

8. The value of having the big contractors 
bid. 


In the first place, he said, there is a 


question arising in many minds as to the cost of. 


Sprinkling to the city, and the differ- 
ence in the various estimates is very 
marked. There are many who believe 
that Mr. Duross’ figures [$180,000 per year] are 
far too small. But Mr. Duross, as chairman 
of the Committee on Public Improvements 
and a man who has studied this sprinkling 
question for years, is peculiarly qualified to do 
accurate figuring. The fact is, very few peo- 
ple can form an idea as to how cheap 
the sprinkling will be. When the bids 
are all in and the total is 
up the cheapness will astonish the public. The 
reason of it is very simple. I presume, of 
course, that the bill passed will provide for 
small districts. That being so, the bidders 
will de legion. Just think of it. 
As soon as tit becomes generally 
known that bids are wanted, and when it Is 
advertised in other cities that the City of St. 
Louis is open to competition in sprinkling, 
there will be any number of bidders. That is 
inevitable, or else there is no value in compe- 
tition. With all these bidders struggling fora 
Place, can there be any doubt that low prices 
will be secured by the city? This result shows 


the 
VALUE OF SMALL DISTRICTS. 

*“Combines’ against the city would then be 
next to impossible. With 200 or 300 competi- 
tors inthe field, itisinconceivabie that any 
pools could be formed to keep the price up. 
But, on the other hand, ifonly half a dozen 
districts were cut out of the city, the 
field would practically be left to 
that number of contractors who might 
Dave the capitaito invest and the ability to 
put up the big bond required in such a case. 

But one thing I want the Post-DisPaTcu to 
call attention to, and that is that we are not 
trying to freeze out the big contractors; and 
I think the other advocates of a proper 
sprinkling bill want to see the big contractors 
come in and bid. Just as I said to 
Superintendent Joseph to-day, you have 
large capital. Now, suppose we cut the city 
up into a number ofsmalil districts and give 
everybody a chance to bid. That won't shut 
youout. What is to prevent you from bid- 
ding for the city in gross? For instance, Mr. 
Joseph, I said, you can say I bid so much for 
district number one, number two, etc., to the 
end of the list, and for as many districts 
as you want. If you make the 
lowest bid in this or that district, you get the 
contract for that territory. If you say you 
cannot bid that way, that you are notable to 
bid low enough against your many competi- 
tors, then I want to know about your boasted 
facilities for sprinkling. 

The whole idea of the thing is just this: 
The sprinkling bill is not designed for the sole 
purpose of giving poor men work, or con- 
tractors with small capital jobs. Its object is 
to provide the city with sprinkling at the 
lowest figure.’’

THE ARCHBISHOP’S FRIENDSHIP FOR 1 
MAINE STATESMAN. 


Interesting Incidents Related by a Personal 
Friend of Rev. Dr. McGlynn—2fforts ‘to 
Keep the Deposed Pastor Quiet During 
the Cleveland-Blaine Campaign—Young 
Mrs. Blaine’s Interview With the Arch. 
bishop.

New Tom. April 28. — Dr. McGlynn’s 
statement yesterday about the friend- 
ship of Archbishop Oorrigan for Mr. 

Blaine, and his ef 
forts in aid of the 
election in 1884, nat- 
urally created a great 
deal of excitement 
among men of all 
classes, and the poli- 
ticians of both parties 
found it a fruitful sub- 
ject for discussion. It 
is a striking commen- 
tary both on therepu- 
tation of Dr. Me- 
Glynn for truthful- 
ness and on the repu- 
tation of Mr. 


Archbishop Corrigan. Blaine for intrigue that 
no one at all informed about the history of the 
last Presidential campaign ventured to 
deny Dr. McGlynn’s statements. Many 
politicians narrated incidents and circum- 
stances which illustrated and ocorrobo- 
rated Dr. MoGlynn’s statements, but the 
most important historical contribution 
was made by a Catholic gentleman, perhaps 
the closest friend of Dr. McGlynn, a man who 
has been intimate with him ali his life, and he 
possesses his utmost confidence. For obvious 
reasons his name is withheld. But his story is 
an interesting tale of the politics of the 
Oatholic hierarchy of New York during the 
past quarter of a century. 

„Dr. McGlynn,’’ said he, has given the 
merest skeleton of the actions of Archbishop 
Corrigan and John Kelly during the campaign 
of 1884.

Glynn’s earnest ad- 
vocacy of Mr.Cleve- 
land’s election ex- 
cited both in the 
Archiepiscopal resi- 
dence and in Taminany Hall. Dr. MeGlyan 
has often talked with me about it and about 
the un-American policy which the heads of 
the Catholic Church in New York were pursu- 
ing. Just how Mr. Blaine made his arrange- 
ments with the Archbishop and with Tam- 
many, of course I don’t know, but an ar- 
rangement was made early in the campaign.

perhaps not, though. Some other man of 
more social influence was used. He was con- 
nected with the Blaine crowa early in the 
campaign and changed all at once from a 
Democrat to Mr. Blaine. He was expected to 
have great influence on the Irish vote.

cGlynn was powerful with, and his speeches 
and personal influence led thousands of them 
in the Democratic ranks, thus counteracting

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


A VIGOROUS DENUNCIATION OF THE 
WLEAN-JACKSON CONTRACT. 


The Court’s Comments Upon a Peculiar Part- 


Judge Lubke rendered a stinging decision 
to-duy sustaining a demurrer in the railroad 
contract suit of Wm. Jackson vs. James H. 
McLean’s executors and executrix. This waa 
an action in equity by which Mr. Jackson 
sought to have an account taken and profits 
divided between himself and the McLean 
estate arising from the construction of part of 
a railway projected from a point 
in Washington County, II., to the Ohio 
river. The railroad corporation was formed 
under the laws of lilinols by Jackson, who 
acted in his own name, and by Dr. McLean, 
who used for that purpose the names of his 
clerks. It was known as the Carbondale, 
Metropolis & Paducah Railway Company. The 
petition alleged that Jackson made a tour of 
inspection over the line of the proposed 
road, and returned with a vast amount of 
information of a pertinent character, which 
he laid before Dr. McLean, who agreed to fur- 
nish all the money necessary to construct the 
road, the plaintiff Jackson agreeing to put in 
his skill. 

All donations of land and subscriptions, and 
subsicies af cash, bonds, etc., which might 


| be given in ald of the road by cities, towns and 


municipalities, whether given to the cor- 
poration or to the plaintiff, were to belong 
to Dr. McLean and the plaintiff, to be 
divided between them in settling their ac- 
counts. For every mile of construction and 
equipment the plaintiff and Dr. McLean were 
to receive from the corporation first bonds of 
the railroad company secured by a $15,000 
mortgage and stock to the mount of $16,000. 
If sold the proceeds were to be paid to the part- 
nership. After completing twenty-five miles,

Mme. Modjeska in a New German Play 
Amusement Notes. 


Mme. Modjeska appeared at the Grand 
Opera-House last evening in Daniela, a 
play adapted from the German of Felix Phil- 
lippi by Wm. Von Sachs and E. Hamliton- Bell. 
There is always strong interest attaching to 
the creation of a new character by an 
artiste, and hence the best audience so far 


assembled in the theater. The play is 
thoroughly German in type, and men and 
moral conditions played more importadt parts 
than dramatic action. The plot is certainly 
entirely one of the ordinary, and so far pos- 
sesses interest as a curiosity, but at the same 
time it is almost out of the range ot the prob- 
able. The circumstances which it isdemanded 
that the audience acceptare such that strain 
credulity to the utmost and place the 1 
actors out of the range of American if not of 
all buman sympathy. 

Granting that a second wife who loves her 
husband devotedly should have discovered 
evidence that the first wife whom the husband 
loved devotedly and whose memory he re- 
veres was faise, is it likely that she would 
take upon herself the task of estroying not 
only the evidence of guilt she discovered, but 
all evidence in existence and would even go so 
farasto open communication with the lover 
for the purpose of securing the letters he held? 
It is not only unlikely, but appears absurd and 
rather revolting. A good woman would 
doubtless destroy the evidence she 
hed unwittingly discovered and would 
drop the matter forever as too 
horrible even to touch and as belonging to a 
dead and buried past. It would be prepos- 
terous to suppose that she would stir up the 
slimy pool of a dead woman’s sin for 2 — 
other motive than that of vicious curiosi 
of destroying the idealized image in her — 
band’s memory. To attempt to create the 
belief that steps were necessary to bury the 
2 deeper, or that any movement would aid 

n securing its oblivion, is fruitiess. 

As a matter of fact, the active solici- 
tude of the living wife becomes mischievous 
officiousness in view of the develop- 
ment of the play, which makes her 
resurrection of corruption in order to bury it 
deeper the prime cause of its publicity and 
the very acticn that defeats her solemn aim. 
Even with the heroic sacrifice of her own hap- 
piness it is vain to expect much genuine sym- 
pathy with her distress. The sound condl- 
tion of American morals and the healthy 
operation of American horse- sense pre- 
vent any such result. With the 

remises granted,a certain amount of arti- 

claland morbid sympathy is excited by the 
construction which built up two fair dra- 
matic situations on an artificial basis. 

The weakness of the play is essential be- 
cause there must be good reason at the foun- 
dation of all good — 2 give the legitimate 
dramatic effect, and Mme. Modjeska had a 
difficult task to excite sympathy arti- 
ficially and to play a star part 
without much material to work 
upon, It was certainly an eloquent 
proof of the fineness and vigor of her art that 
she made the opportunity she had tell so 

trongly in her favor and gain her an enthasi- 

tic recall after the second act. 

There was little of shining merit in the work 
of the company. Mr. Barrymore had the air 
of a swaggering rake, and made a weak at- 
tempt at the husband’s part. Mr. Vandenhoff 
had at least the spirit of mournfnl and subdued 
morbidity which pervaded the play, and Mr. E. 
Hamilton Bell treated the part of Baron 
Von Bergen, which Was repulsively odious 
from the standpoint of morals and manhood, 
in thathe was madeto fatten on a sister’s 
shame, with conspicuous inability. Miss 
Grace Henderson gaveatouch of prettiness 
and attractive young womanhood in the first 
two acts. 

To-night Mme. Modjeska will present for the 
first time her new play. The Chouans,’’ which 
was received with favor in New York and 
elsewhere. It will be repeated to-morrow 
evening and at the Saturday matinee.
